I see by the Prague newspapers that 
Thomas Garrigue Masaryk, although he is 
well over eighty vears of age, is to be 
re-elected President of the Czechoslovak 
Republic next year. He must be one of 
the most remarkable men of our times. Mr. 
Wickham Steed, who has known him 
intimately for many years, takes the view 
that when the history of the Great War 
comes to be written in proper perspective 
Masarvk will stand out as the greatest 
civilian figure that it.threw up. I have 
just finished reading his memoirs, which 
are entitled “ The Making of a State.

character of this aged professor, who, more | 


thn anybody else, was responsible for the 
re-birth of.a nation that had disappeared 
from the map for three hundred years. 
Masarvk, whose father was a coachman, is 
of Slovak origin, and it was largely 
owing ‘to his efforts that Slovakia was 
included in the Republic, His book 
reveals him as a man with the broadest 
outlook, a philosopher as well as a states- 
man and an amateur of literature & ho can 
have few superiors in modern Eurore. Te 
is steeped in the Classics, and also has an

French, Russian, and English literature. 
as well as of his own Czech writers.

When L say exhaustive, I am using the 
word in no exaggerated sense. He came to 
London during the War to work for the 
Czechoslovak cause, and, as he was then 
well over sixty years of age, one would 
have thought that his political work would 
have kept him fully occupied, espe ‘ally 
since, with the exception of Dr. Seaton 
Watson and Mr. Wickham Steed, few 
Englishmen had the remotest idea of what 
Czechoslovakia was. But not, at all. He 
tells us in his book that, while in London, 
he reread the whole of Thomas Hardy and 
George Meredith, as well as all the avail- 
able works of the younger English school, 
including Galsworthy, Gissing, D. H. 
Lawrence, and the women writers, such as 
Rebecca West, FE. M. Delafield, Clemence 
Dane, and a host of others. He also 
makes a scholarly digression to show 
the literary difference between the 
English and the Irish schools of 
citing James Jovce as being 
in some respects typical of the latter. His 
erudition is astonishing. His analyses of 
the national characteristics of the peoples 
among whom he had lived—and there are 
few parts of the world which | he does not 
seem to know—are penetrating and written 
with masterly skill, and his philosophical] 
interludes make the hook delightful read. 
ing. 


Relations with Ireland. 


President Masaryk tells an interesting 
story of his relations with Ireland during 
the War. While in London, he became 
acquainted with the late Mrs. Stopford 
Green, widow of the famous) historian, and 
she.interested him keenly in the Irish 
problem. Like most (Czechs, President 
Masarvk always had had a lively sympathy 
with the Irish movement in favour of Home 
Rule, particularly as in many respects 
the history of Ireland and of Bohemia had 
run parallel for many years. He had every 
intention to visit Ireland and to study con- 
ditions here at first hand, but, while he 
was in London, his enemies caused a report 
to be circulated that he actually was in 
this country and working against British 
interests. Naturally, the publication of 
this report was calculated to damage the 
Czech cause in Allied eves: so President 


Masaryk promptly contradicted it and | 


never came to Ireland. 
Cigarettes. 


A correspondent writes .—Your specn- 
lations on the cigarette have interested 
me so much that they have set me look- 
ing through Count Corti’s ‘‘ History of 
Smoking.’’ There I find that cigarettes 
were known in. Brazil and other paris of 
South America as early as the middle of 
the eighteenth century, and that from 
there they were introduced into Spain, 
where Casanova learnt the habit of 
cigarette-smoking. France was the next 
stronghcld of the ciyarette, though not 
until the 1840’s. Then we find travellers 
in the Auvergne and the Rhone country

saying not only that “ the habit of smok- 
ing cigarettes is quite la grande 
mode of late with certain French ladies,” 
but even that “ the beggars in the streets 
have paper cigars (called cigarettes) in 
their mouths.’’ ‘To return, however, to 
Count Corti, his remarks on the cigarette 
in Austria are so apnosite to your dis- 
cussion that I cannot forbear to quote 
them :— 

It was in Austria in 1865 that the first 
real cigarette—the ‘‘ double cigarette.” as 
it was called—was introduced hy the Regie; 


it was about three times as long as those | 


of to-day, with a mouthpiece at either end, 
and was cut into two before using. The 
demand for them increased so rapidly that 
in 1866 sixteen million were sold in Austria. 
Before long, however. they made way for 
the single cigarette of finer quality, while 
the cigar, especially the Virginian variety, 
continued to hold the first place well into 
the ‘eighties; the Emperor Francis Joseph, 
for instance, always preferred a cigar. 
From this it appears that cigarettes in 
“ Bitter Sweet ' were certainly not out 


of place.

THE LAY COMMISSIONERS UNDER 
‘LAND ACT.

When the Free State Senate met uasta? 
under the chairmanship of Mr. 1. Westropp 
Rennett, the report stage of the Workmens 
Compensation Bill, 1933, was resumed. 

A number of amendment.; was moved seek- 
ing to make payment for medical or surgical 
treatment in respect of a workman’s accident 
a matter for the direction of the Court award- 
ing compensation to the workman. The 
amendment by My. Foran proposed that the 
payments made fo: this treatment should be 
in addition to the other compensation paid. 

Messrs. Counihan and Wilson were 
movers of the amendment which proposed 
that the treatment should be paid for out of 
the general compensatioú awarded by the 
Court. 

The MINISTER FOR INDUSTRY AND 
COMMERCE /Mr. Lemass) said that he 
would prefer to have the clause stand in its 
original form, out a: a large body of opinion 
in the Senate seemed in ‘favour of somethin 
on the lines of the amendments, he woul 
meet their wishes with an amendment to the 
effect that the employ.r should pay, in ad- 
dition to the compensation, a sum for medi- 
cal expenses fixed at the discretion of the 
Court and not exceedi: 

Mr. COUNITHAN agreed with the Minister 
that the amendments should be withdrawn. 

Mr. DOUGLAS said that if £5 were paid 
to the doctor, it would represent about 25 
per cent. of the average claim, The bill, 
as it stood at present, would mean an in- 
crease of 15 per cent. in the amount of the 
insurance premium. If this amendment was 
passed it would involve a further increase of 
25 per cent, 

Dr. GOGARTY said that if the amend- 
ment were adopted they would have thrust 
on the medical profession the unwelcome 
patient, The insurance companies would 
have to suit the people insured. He did not 
understand why, when there was an increase 
in business, the insurance compunies’ rates 
should be mereased. In any other business 
it was different. It was a matter for legis- 
lation to prevent a ramp beyond the ordinary 
rates. It was monstrous that the workers 
should be at the mercy of insurance com- 
panies that regarded cocmpensation for pure 
accidents as alms, and refused to meet their 
obligations. 

Sir EDWARD COEY BIGGER said that 
at the previous consideration of this matter 
he had withdrawn his amendment in good 
faith, believing that the House would accept 
the Minister’s amendment. (Cries of ‘‘ No, 
no.’’) 

The Government amendment was put to the 
House, and on a division was carried by 20 
votes to 13. : 

The Chairman accordingly ruled out the 
other two amendments, and the report and 
hnal stages of the bill were passed. 


SLAUGHTER OF 
ANIMALS BILL.

COMMITTEE STAGE PASSED. 


The House then took in Committee the 
amendments to the Slaughter of Animals Bill, 
1933. 

Mr. COUNTHAN moved an amendment, the 


| effect of which was that. as the Jewish and 


Mahommedan communities were excluded 
from the purview of the bill, it was not neces- 
sary to grant them licences. 

Mr. O’FARRELL moved an amendment, 
which was accepted, with regard to young 
persons being allowed by the owner or 
manager of a slaughterhouse to watch the 
killing of animals. 

Mr. COUNIHAN moved the insertion of a 


| new section, which would provide that any 


person engaged in the slaughter of pigs, sheep 


| or goats to provide butchers’ meat, and who 


did not slaughter anv other animals for the 
purpose, would not be required to conform 
to the provisions of the Act. He said that 
the object of the section was to afford pro- 
tection to farmers who at present, owing to 
the small prices obtamable for cattle and 


| sheep, occasionally killed their own animals 


for local sale. 

The amendment was accepted. The Com. 
mittee stage of the bill was passed, and the 
Report. stage fixed for next Wednesday.

(‘OMMISSIONERS, 
Miss BROWNE moved :— 


‘That the Senate censures the Executive 
Council for their action in appointing, pur- 
suunt tu Section 4 of the Land Law (Com- 
mission) Act, 1923, Mr. D. J. Browne and 
Mr Eamon Mansfield to be Commissioners ef 
the Irish Land Commission, in view of the 
implied assurance conveyed by the Minister 
in charge of the Land Bill, 1933, when the 
bill was In process of enactment by the 
Dail and the Senate, that such Commiussioners

it was, she said, of the greatest importance 
that men ol experience in the discharge of 
these duties, and of administrative capacity, 
national school 
teacher and a county solicitor had been ap- 


Í pointed as lay Commissioners, at a cost to 


the country of £3,000 a year. ‘The ex- 
national teacher, 'in addition to his £1.500. 
would have his pension. 

Mr. MILROY, seconding the motion, 
asked if the Minister had kept faith with 
the Dail and Senate in the matter of these 
appointments; or was it to be the procedure 
that an implied assurance, accepted in good 
faith, would be brushed aside as of no con- 
sequence. There was no evidence that either 
of the lay Commissioners had administrative 
experience of that particular class of work, 


MR. COMYN’S VIEW. 


Mr. COMYN denied that the Minister gave 
any implied ‘assurance that he would choose 
the lay Comrmussioners from existing officers 
or the ordinary Civil Service. It would be 
absurd to put beside a judge of great 
eminence and experience a civil servant, pre- 
sumably with mo legal training -and no ex- 
perience, to pit his opinion against that of 
Mr. Justice Wylie on legal questions. 

Mr. MILROY—That is just what he ig 
doing. 

THE MecGILLYCUDDY OF THE REEKS 
said that he would join in asking Miss 
Browne not to press her motion. The assur- 
ance given in the House by the Minister was 
not sufficiently definite to justify the motion. 
With regard to the qualifications of the men 
appointed he thought Mr. Browne was an 
excellent selection. He questioned if Mr. 
Mansfield’s training as a teacher justified his 
elevation to such a position. 

Colonel MOORE said that he thought some 
people with outside experience of the land 
should be appointed to rectify what had been 
done by the Land Commission in the past. 
The Land Commission had not accomplisned 
all the work that was intended for it in the 


beginning. 
IMPLIED CENSURE, 


Mr. DOWDALT, said that if the motion 
was passed, it would be an implied censure 
on, the men occupying judicial positions, Mr. 
Mansfield’s name had been a household word 
in connection with land problems for the 
last twenty years, | 

Mr, CUMMINS said that Miss Browne 
‘must not have considered the full implica- 
tions of her motion before putting it down. 
He did not think that there was another 
man in. Ireland who had given such a per- 
sistent and continuous study to the land 
question ‘as Mr. Mansfield, who gave valu- 


able advice in regard to the Land Acts 
passed by the last Government. As Chair- 
man of the Executive of the Land Settlement 
Association, Mr. Mansfield’s judgment always 
was accepted by employers and employés. 


MINISTER’S DEFENCE. 


Mr. CONNOLLY, Minister for Lands and 
Forests, said that this was one of the most 
unpleasant motions which had been put 
down. He thought that he should commence 
his remarks by protesting against the manner 
in which it had been put down and drafted. 
It was not put down so much to censure 
the Executive Council as to censure the two 
men appointed. It was a gross abuse of 
privilege for anyone in the Senate—for any- 
one with a sense of responsibility, with a 
sense of decency, to proceed, as two Senators 
had done that day, to criticise and attempt 
to throw odium on the two men who had 
been appointed. It was mean snobbery of 
the worst type to decry a man because he 
was a country solicitor, 

Referring to Colonel Mooi.’s remarks about 
the Land Commission, the Minister said that 
it was mean and low-down to attack civil 
servants in a Hous> like that. He had never 
met men who had worke 1 harder than those 
in the Land Commission. Senator Milroy 
had criticised mer whose boots he was not fit 
to wipe. 

Senator MILROY—1: referred, not to the 
men, but to the Minister. I never attacked 
the men. 


HEATED PROTEST. 


A reference to Miss Browne’s remarks by 
the Minister drew a heated protest from that 
lady that she was being misrepresented. “ 

he MINISTER wert on to refer to the 
abilities of the men appointed., It had been 
attempted, he said to give the impression 
that the Acting Minister gave a promise that 
—s Land Commissioners would be ap- 
pointed. He had gone to the trouble of 
extracting the various refeiences from the 
reports of the Oireachtas, and he thought 
that it would be admitted when they were 
quoted that no such implication could be put 
to the Acting Ministe ‘s statements. They 
could not have got two better men in all Ire- 
land than the men they had appointed. 


A CHALLENGE. 

Miss BROWNE said that if the Minister 
went to the country, he would find out if he 
would be censured The country was in a 
state of great uneasinc is. and great instability 
had been caused by the provisions of the 
Land Acts. Everyone knew why these twe 
men had been appointed. She wished to cast 
no aspersion on the men appointed. There 
were new and dangerous principles in the 
Act which were never in any previous Land 
act. Her object in bringing forward her 
motion was to show the country that their 
rights could not be frittered away without 
some voice being raised in their defence. The 
vote was well merited by the Executive Coun- 
cil, but she was satisfied to have the matter 
debated there. In view of the remarks of some 
of the members of her own party she would 
withdraw the motion. 

The .MINISTER objected to the motion 
being withdrawn, but upon the matter. being 
put to the House nermission for its with- 
drawal was approved. 


INLAND FISHERIES 
COMMISSION. 


CHAIRMAN TAKEN TO 
TASK. 


The McGILLYCUDDY OF THE REEKS 
moved the following motion :— 

‘*That the Seanad calls the attention of

from it, as, no doubt, the Minister would 
stand over the appointment made. The facts 
were that this Commission had been appointed 
by the Ministry for Lands and Fisheries to 
inquire int» salmon and fresh water fishing 
in the Saorstat, to investigate the 
modes of tenure, and the laws relating 
to control and preservation; to recommend 
such steps as might be necessary or desirable ; 
to promote their development and increase 
their national utility. Commissions of this 
kind had, as a rule, in the past been con- 
stituted ''in the majority ” from persons who 
would—should he say’—have shown an 
interest in the policy of the Government in 
office, and in the constitution of this one 
there was patently no departure’ from 
precedent. 

To the credit of past Governments, it could 
be said that, as a rule, invitations to sit had 
been extended to persons who held opposite 
‘views; in this particular case; however, no 
such invitations had been issued, and the 
administration had seen fit—he would say, 
most improperly—to appoint to the chairman- 
ship of a commission of immense importance 
a person intimately associated with one of 
the parties in the most important of fishery 
actions of recent times. | 


CHAIRMAN QUOTED, 

Had he remained silent and contented 
himself with hearing evidence and making 
the report, this fact might have escaped 
public notice; but at the first public sitting 
of the Commission the chairman addressed 
those present, and was reported to have said, 
inter alia, that— 

(1) ‘‘ Personally, he thought the fishery 
code was framed in the interests of the land- 
lord class, and that, while the land had been 
wrested from them, the fisheries remained in 
their hands—the Commission, before making 
up their minds as to nationalisation, or 
modified Stwte control, or otherwise, would 
consider this aspect of the question ”’ ; 

(2) He hoped that, after their interim 
report, ‘‘native Irish fishermen would be 
fishing in waters hitherto protected under 
Government control.” . 

All this he had said before one single word 
of evidence had been given by interested 
parties before the Commission. - He sub- 
mitted that the chairman of a public com- 
mission was in much the same position as a 
judge, and were any of their judges to pre- 
face the pleadings in a case brought before 
them in a manner similar to that adopted by 
Mr. Commissioner Gallagher the confidence 
which he was proud to say existed in regard 
to the probity and impartiality of the courts 
of justice would be irreparably shaken. 

The essential necessity for impartiality was 
illustrated by the fact that, whereas the 
majority of owners desired to retain their 
fisheries, the Blackrock net fishermen had 
made a demand that they should be allowed 
to fish on Saturdays and Sundays as well as 
during the rest of the week, on the. grounds 
that the present laws were made by Crom- 
well and his ancestors—this regardless of the 
rights and livelihood of all other fishermen 
on the river. 


SUSPECT. 


There could be no doubt that the future 
proceedings of this Commission would, as a 
result of this address, be suspect in the minds 
of the general public, and the eventual find- 
ings would be widely questioned. In regard 
to the first extract from the Chairman’s 
address, he submitted that the words, “ the 
fisheries remained in the landlord's hands,” 
ete., contained an inference as to the Chair- 
man's attitude of mind which could not be 
wisinterpreted. And when the Chairman 
continued that “he hoped that, as a result 
of the interim report, native Irish fisher- 


men,’’ etc., assurance of his eventual finding,

were many national heroes of the present 
and past whose names would have made 
more of a foreign twang than his or that ef 
Sean O’Kane, and yet there would have been 
no question in a bailiff’s mind as to whether 
they had a right to fish or nut. 

He resented the references constantly made 
on platforms to thé nationality of the Pre- 
sident of the Executive Council. After all, 
Mr. de Valera happened to be the first 
Minister in the State, and in referring to 
such personalities there ought to be a certain 
courtesy. This sort was the product of 
petty politicians, calculated to appeal to the 
lowest standard of education; it was un- 
worthy of the chairman of a National Com- 
mission, and the sooner it was done away 
with, the better for the country. He himself 
was a net owner and a rod fisherman. He 
ran both these fisheries at a yearly loss in 
erder to continue in employment men who 
might be described as native Irish fisher- 
men, but who, otherwise, would have diffi- 
culty in supporting their families. He had 
uo axe to grind, and had not been put up 
by any fishery board. 

Sir JOHN KEANE, seconding, hoped the 
Minister would not suggest that this motion 
was In the way of a breach of privilege, or 
an exhibition of bad taste to ventilate this 
matter. He had never heard, and he sup- 
posed it was unparalleled, that the chairman 
of a Commission should’ deliver a 
partisan statement such as the Chair- 
man did before he heard a word 
of evidence. There never could be in one 
sense a more biassed and irrelevant state- 
ment than the chairman’s. He pitied the 
Minister for having to stand over an ap- 
pointment of that find. It was astounding 
that a man accustomed to the law, and to 
looking at things in a judicial manner, 
should commit so glaring an indiscretion as 
that person undoubtedly had committed. 


DUTY OF HOUSE. 


“It is our duty in this House,” ha said, 
when we have evidence of this kind, to 
speak out, and have the matter fully and 
adequately ventilated.’’ 

He did not see how the Minister, or the 
public, could ever have confidence in the 
Commission. If the Minister wanted it to 
have the confidence of the people the Com- 
mission should be reconstituted by the re- 
moval of the person acting as chairman “in

ia most Improper way.” 


He thought that it would be unfortunate 
if at were to be accepted that the object of a 
Commission was to pack them with persons 
to write a report that would suit the Govern- 
ment. The chairman was not a fit person 


to occupy the position he now held. 


MINISTER’S REPLY. 

Mr. CONNOLLY, Minister for Lands and 
Forests, said that the commission was a 
purely departmental one, with no authority 
from that House. The House was not 
officially cognisant of its existence. It would 
inevitably submit a report that would 
probably be a majority and minority one. In 
the selection of that commission, while he 
was not now the Minitser responsible for the 
Fisheries Department (as it had been trans- 
ferred to the Department of Agriculture), he 
had nominated to the Executive Council the 
personnel of that commission, and had asked 
the Executive Council to endorse his selection. 
They definitely wanted a commission that 
would represent every interest in fishing. 

Sir JOHN KEANE-—Except the owners. 

The MINISTER—1! do not agree with that. 

Continuing, Mr. CONNOLLY referred .to 
the part that Mr. Gallagher had played in the 
Erne fisheries case, which, he said: showed 
him to be a man of judgment and ability. and 
which earned for him the approval of the 


Chief Justice in the Supreme Court for the 


manner in which he handled the case. The 
members of the commission, except those who 
were civil servants, were not subject to Civil 
Service discipline, and they had no right to 
interfere with the expressions of opinion of 
any of them. Any one of them, the chairman 
included, could express whatever opinion he 
wished. 

“It is quite obvious,’ continued Mr. 
Connolly, ‘‘ that what the motion means is 
that the chairman should be relieved of his 
position. Well, there is no intention of doing 
anything of the sort. I take full responsi- 
bihty for his being in that position, and | 
will use my influence to keep him there.’”* 

The Mimister, proceeding. said that he did 
not know what The McGillycuddy’s purpose 
was, except that ne disapproved of this par 
titular gentleman as Chairman. It would be 
impossible to get a Chairman who would 
appeal to everybody. Having discussed this 
matter with the Minister for Agriculture, he 
was satisfied that no such action as the re 
moval of the Chairman was contemplated. . 


HEARING THE EVIDENCE, 

The McGILLYCUDDY—The chairman of 
a public commission of this kind, whether it 
is departmental or otherwise, should be a 
completely impartial man who does not pre- 
judge the case and keep his mouth shut 
tili he hears the evidence. Sir John Keane 
suggested that the present Chairman should 
be removed, but this is my motion, not Sir 
John Keane s. 

“I am only questioning whether there 
was justification for what the Chairman said 
in regard to what alterations are necessary 
in the existing laws as regards fishing. Until 
he has heard the evidence of the whole coun- 
try and taken some time in doing it, he can- 
no: make a proper statement. In his public 
speech he tells us that the interim report 
already has gone in, and on the following 
day it was learnt that action is being taken 
to tighten up the fishery laws in the coming 
I trust that the Minister will. not 
consider for one moment the removal of Mr. 
Gallagher from his position. Having stated 
my views, I now withdraw my motion.” 

This concluded the business before the 
House, which then adjourned sine die.

InJand Fisheries. 


Thousands of Free State citizens, who 
have no direct in the inland 
fisheries, will sympathise strongly with 
the motion which was moved, and after- 
wards withdrawn, in the Senate yesterday 
by The McGillycuddy of the Reeks. The 
motion called the attention of the Minister 
for Agriculture and Fisheries to the 
remarks of the Chairman of the 
Inland Fisheries Commission at its 
first public meeting on January 3lst, 
and asked the Minister to take 
suitable notice of the matte:. This 
Commission was appointed by the Free 
State Government to inquire into, and 
report on, the salmon and fresh water 
fisheries of the Free State, their modes of 
tenure, and the laws relating to their 
control and preservation, and io make 
recommendations for the promotion of 
their development and national utility. 
Manifestly, it is in the nature of a judicial 


interest 


Commission, and, from the public’s point 
of view, its personnel ought to be free from 
prejudices of any kind. The McGillycuddy, 
however, informed the Senate that the 
Chairman of the Commission, Mr. F. 
Gallagher, of Donegal, had made certain 
statements at its first meeting, indicating 
that he had not an open mind on the 
fisheries problem. Speaking for him- 
self, said Mr. Gallagher, he thought that 
a great part of the fishery code... . was 
framed mostly in the interests of the land- 
lords, and the Commission, before making 
up its mind concerning nationalisation or 
partial State control, would consider this 
aspect of the case.

Rainfall and Drought, 


Nobody needs to be reminded that last ! 


year’s rainfall over these islands was 
remarkable in various ways. Its main 
features are summarised in The Times, 
by the Superintendent of the British 


Rainfall Organisation, from data supplied 


by sone five thousand observers. J- the 
first place, 1933 was an exceptionally dry 
year after a long sequence of wet years. 
For England end Wales it was the driest 
year since 1921; for Scotland it established 
‘“ record,” and for Ireland it 
é a ‘which was 


a new dry 
equalled the dry '“' recorc 
established by 1887. In the next place, 
the distribution of the rainfall in relation 
co seasons was abnormal. There was a 
drought in April; June showed a large 
deficiency of rainfall in Southern England ; 
parts of Scotland had the wettest July 
since the year 1916; England and 
Wales had the driest August for more than 
a century ; September was wet in Southern 
England, but uncommonly d: in Ireland; 
and the last three months of the year 
were exceptionally dry in both islands. 
Indeed; thy aggregate rainfall of November 
and December was less than in any year 
for more than sixty years. The failure 
of the winter rains, following a dry 
summer, put such a tax upon the water 
resources of many districts as has not 
been known withi: living memory. Mr. 
K. G. Bilham, the Superintendent, traces 
the effects of the unusual drought on such 
resources. In March reservoirs were full 
and well-levels stood high. During the 
summer months these supplies were 
reduced by heavy evaporation. Rain was 
needed to replenish tie springs and 
streams; but winter did not bring it. and 
the result was widespread and un- 
precedented shortage ot water. <A_ very 
dry 1934 would aggravate the problem, to 
which many local authorities in England 
are giving the most anxious thought. II 
‘* February fill-dyke’’ .continues to belie 
its title, the water problem soon ma. be 
a cause of concern in Ireland, auc Dublin 
may expect solemn warnings from her City 
Engineer. At present, on local golf 
courses, balls can be playea from the dry 
beds of streams which normally, at this 
time of year, are difficult and costly 
hazards. 


The Merchant Service 


Among the worst sufferers from the 
economic depression have been officers of 
the mercantile marine. An incident 
narrated by the Shipping Correspondent 
of the Daily Telegraph reveals the extent 
of their distress. Recently a firm of ship- 
owners, which was commissioning a large 
oil tanker, suggested to the Officers’ 
(Merchant Navy) Federation that un- 
employed officers might prefer employ- 
ment on her as deck hands to no 
work at all. Within a few hours the 
vessel’s muster was complete, and in due 
course she sailed with a crew of deck 
hands, every man of whom was a master 
mariner, It is a sad descent for men who 
have been accustomed to command; but 
thousands of ships’ officers to-day are com- 
pelled to take such work as they can 
get. Whether the lot of the Merchant 
Navy can be improved is questionable. 
There are frequent complaints that 
too many foreign ships are being 
permitted to carry British trade; 
but, on the other hand, British vessels 
carry a far greater proportion of the trade 
of foreign countries, and any effort to ban 
the use of foreign ships would be followed 
by more severe reprisals. The trouble 
lies simply in the fact that many men took 
out their officers’ tickets at a time when 
commerce was ‘‘ booming ’’; it has shrunk 
now, and their services are a drug on the 
market.

NEW ERA IN DRAMA'S

The dramatic criti: of TÁe Times, in the 
course of his criticism of Mr. Sean O'Casey s 

lay ‘‘ Within the Gates,’’ produced at. the 
toyalty Theatre, London, last night, says :— 

Mr. O Casey’s fierce play is that very rare 
thing—a modern morality that is not a 
pamphlet but a work of art. In substance 
it is a violent attack on the whole fabric of 
civiliseagion, which Mr. O'Casey represents as 
a tottering edifice, with its foundations in 
hypocrisy, false compromise, and fear. The 
bishop, seeking credit for mixing with the 
common people, fails at the first challenge 
to give help to a young harlot, and when at 
last learning that she is his daughter he is 
driven by his conscience to pursuit of her, he 
ltas no counsel or hope for her, but that she 
accept what the dramatist evidently regards 
as the living death of a convent. 

Behind all the actors in the public park— 
which ‘for . Mr. “O'Casey represents the 
world—is the same menace, expressed in the 
chorus of the '' down-and-outs.”’ and in them 
all is the same poison of negation The same 
refusal of life. Even the dreamer, and 
Jannice, the young harlot, though in them 
there is a flash of an opposite philosophy, 
rejoice and sing not in wide-eyed joy, but mn 
blind defiance of despair, 

A little wriler impelled to this theme would 
have fallen inevitably into shrill and bitter 
screaming, and there are moments when Mr 
(O'Casey himself weakens; but, except on 
these rare occasions, his art purges the dross 
from his controversy. 3 

The play is a high challenge to the con. 
temporary theatre, and in the present per- 
formance, though it is here and there badly 
miscast and presented in a way that drops 
its essential rhythm, it survives—whatever 
one’s view may be of its opinion---as a work 
that may well mark a period in dramatic 
development. For it restores to the theatre 
the compressien and vitality of poetry not 
only in its declared lyrics accompanied by 
music, but in passages that have the shape of 
prose.

M. DALADIER’S FALL.

M. Daladier’s Cabinet has fallen, and 
it is difficult-to forecast what will happen 
in France; for the fall is really a triwuph 
for the Royalist and militarist forces ol 
the Right. There was surprise: in

: Confusion in the Ether. 


There has been no definite improve- 
ment in the confusion which followed the 
introduction of the Lucerne’ plan fer 
wireless wave-lengths last month, and it 
is not improbable that another inter- 
national conference will be called to 
discuss how the situation can be met. The 
principal trouble is due to interference 
between the powerful stations transmit- 
ting on long waves. It is complained that 
at least seven stations are not adhering 
to the wave-lengths allotted to them, and 
that two of them ought not to be dis- 
tributing their programmes on long waves 
at all. In addition to troubles on the 
long wave band, the situation with regard 
to the medium waves since the introduc- 
tion of the Lucerne plan has been far 
from satisfactory. It is expected that the 
International Broadcasting Union will 
hold a conference in Brussels at an early 
date unless there is a definite change for 
the better within the next few days. 


The Universities’ Boats. 


The new boat ordered by Oxford for the 
boat race on March 17th will be built im 
Phelps’s yard at Putney, and, except in 
minor details, will be similar to the craft 
used last year. It will have a length of 
62 feet, 2 inches, and a weight of 250 Ibs. 
The Cambridge boat will be built by Sims, 
who has been responsible for most of the 
Light Blue craft in recent years, but the 
actual plans are not yet complete, and 
work on it will not begin for a few days. 
Last year the Cambridge boat had a 
length of 62 feet, 6 inches, and the weight 
was 280 lbs. The keel was of American 
pine, the ribs of sycamore, and the outer 
covering of cedar; but whether this form 
of construction will be followed this year 
has not yet been decided. 


Canned Whiskey. 


Canned whiskey is now being sold in 
the United States. In order to prevent 
adulteration by bootleggers, one of 
America’s largest distillemes is packing 
its bottles of whiskey in “ tin-top-and- 
bottom '' cartons, which cannot be opened 
and closed again. This practice was 
started in Canada during the prohibition 
gener in the United States, when Vana- 
ian distillers sought to avoid the counter- 
feiting of their labels by United States 
bootleggers.

The larger acreage put under beet last 
year, said Dr. Hinchcliffe, would indicate 
that the price paid the farmers is 
satisfactory. Already the factory. with 
its 600 to 700 employés, has been work- 
ing 112 days dealing with 200,000 tons of 
beet, and is expected to work for 119 days 
in all before the season closes. 30,000 
tons of sugar will be produced, but the 
whole consumption capacity of the Saorstat 
is somewhere about 100,00° tons, so that the 
need of the three new factories is an urgent 
one if next year’s home-produced sugar 
is to be equal to the native demand. It 
| 18s, however, understood that. marked pro- 
gress already has been made in the initia] 
stages for the erection of the projected 
beet sugar factories, especially at Thurles. 

It would appear from opinions expressed 
in the trade that the story of home-pro- 
duced sugar is by no means ended with 
the increased import duty of $d. lb. Con- 
ditions in the growing countries from 
which the supplies of beet sugar for the 
Free State are imported are such that it 
is thought that the new 4d. duty will not 
keep out foreign sugar. 

Another jd. per lb., at least, will have 
to be imposed to keep out the produce of 
countries with a lower standard of living 
than obtains in the Free State, and a con- 
sequent cheaper production, plus the local 
Government. bounty, nearly all. beet sugar 
growing being a State subsidised industry. 
For the purpose of soundly establishing 
a competitive beet sugar industry in this 
country there are prospective modifications 
of present conditions. A lower price to 
the beet grower, a smaller profit to the 
manufacturer, and an increased price to 
the consumer are visualised. 


WHOLESALE TRADE. 

Wholesalers in the lrish Free State are 
much concerned with regard to a number 
of conditions included in the new Order. 
The dealers represent that the Order, as it 
stands, imposes an additional duty of 
4s. 8d. per cwt. on all imported sugar, 
which, if carried into effect, would make 
the sale of such sugar impossible against 
the home-grown article. This would 
result in leaving large quantities arriving 
and in transit on the importers’ hands, 
involving them in considerable loss. It 
is suggested that a licence to import such 
sugar should be granted, with a restriction 
against contracting for any further sup- 
plies.

Gold took a surprise turn in the London 
bullion market. The price per fine ounce 
was fixed at 136s. 6d.—a drop of 2s. 9d. 
from Tuesday. Yesterday’s price is ós. 6d. 
lower than Monday’s “ record ’’ price cf 
£7. 
Although messages from Paris quoted 
brokers as saying that U.S. equalisation 
operations had begun there, the fund of 
2.000,000,000 dollars is still apparently 
untouched. Observers believe that its 
operation has been postponed pending 
stabilisation talks with Britain. 
The purchases of foreign gold made by 
America to-day have been paid for from 
the Treasury’s general fund, in the form 
of bank credits rather than of the issue 
of new currency. 
The Administration officials are reported 
to be neither concerned at the drop in 
commodity prices to-day, nor gratified at 
the trend of foreign exchange rates. The 
Treasury’s gold stock continues to mount, 
and has now reached 7,030,000,000 dollars. 
Meanwhile, currency expenditures 
reached 2,010,000,000 dollars. 
Senator Fletcher, chairman of the Senate 
Banking Committee, announced to-day 
that a bill giving the Federal Trade Com- 
mission drastic control over Stock Ex- 
changes would be introduced in the Senate 
on Friday. The annowncement was made 
after a conference with the President in 
the White House. A separate bill covers 
the proposed regulations for commodity 
exchanges, but the two bills may be com- 


bined. 


WAR DEBT ANNOUNCEMENT 
A new deal for War debts is hinted at 
by a White House announcement that the 
President favours a broad policy of a 
reduction of interest rates on all out- 
standing domestic and foreign obligations, 
both private and public, because he believes 
that it would quieten world unrest and 
relieve distress here and abroad.

CONFUSION IN PARIS. 


In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes:—A night’s fierce rioting in Paris 
has brought down the French Government. 
M. Daladier has resigned after a week in 
office because he refuses to maintain order 
by exceptional means, which might cause 
further bloodshed, and President Lebrun 
has turned to M. Doumergue, a former 
President, to provide the country with a 
Cabinet that will ensure the public safety. 
It is greatly to be regretted that at such 
a critical time France should be without 
an effective Government. M. Daladier was 
defeated, not in the Chamber—for he 
gained two votes of confidence before the 
riots began—but in the streets. The cry 
of ‘‘assassin’’ raised by the demonstrators 
may have disturbed him, so that, when 
there was a threat of worse violence if he 
remained in power, he decided to go. The 
smiling and popular M. Doumergue, who 
is reluctantly emerging from his retire- 
ment, will not reach Paris from his home 
in the South until this morning. Only 
then’ will he be able to begin his con- 
sultations. 

It is a good omen that all the main 
political parties, except the Socialists, 
have agreed to support a National 
Doumergue Government, but the bitterness 


party divisions that this agreement may 
prove a fragile basis for a new Cabinet ; 
and in.the meantime there was more riot- 
ing in Paris last night. The funerals of 
the victims of the shooting will provide 
dangerous opportunity for disorder, and 
the General Confederation of Labour has 
announced a twenty-four-hour strike on 
Monday as a protest against the threat of 
Fascism. | 

It may be safely assumed that President 
Lebrun will try every other expedient 
before he resorts to a dissolution, though 
events may make it necessary. M. 
Doumergue can hardly hope to govern 
except upon drastic conditions. - If liberty 
is to be safeguarded, then order must be 
maintained and efficiency must be 
guaranteed. The fundamental problem for 
all democratic Governments is to combine 
these objectives.

N the House of Commons, Mr. R. G. 
Clarry (Conservative) called attention 
to the inadequate defences of Great 
Britain and the Empire, and moved a 
resolution calling upon the Government 
‘to pursue a course which will adequately 
safeguard our industrial, political and 
national existence.”’ 
measures, he said, were the soundest in- 
horrors of war. To-day our national pride 
and inherent self-reliance were 
steadily sapped by pacific and fanatic pro- 
paganda. A further aspect of the question 
was our depreciating value as an ally, and 
this had a bad effect when conducting 
trade negotiations with other countries. 
The situation did not call for extensive 
re-arming. | . 
A great deal could be effected without 
increased expenditure on the fighting 
Services by making them more efficient. 
There should be an efficient mercantile 
marine, and greater encouragement should 
be given to civil aviation and national air- 
mindedness. 
Mr. B. N. Whiteside (Conservative), 
seconding the motion, asked the Labour 
Party if they would be in favour of an 
increase in our armaments if they were 
convinced that such a step would lead to 
greater stability in Europe. If we did not 
maintain adequate forces, our power in 
the European situation was bound to wane. 
- Captain J. Loder (Conservative) moved 
an amendment declaring the inexpediency 
of adopting any resolution which might 
prejudice the success of the international 
discussions now proceeding. He admitted 
that the. present state of our defensive 
forces was a cause of anxiety, but if the 
resolution were passed the impression 
would go abroad that the House desired 
immediate and substantial re-armament. 
The time for that would not come until we 
had exhausted all the resources of 
diplomacy. 


AIR DEFENCE. 


Captain Cunningham-Reid (Conserva- 
tive), stressing the dangers to be appre- 
hended from a foreign air force, said that 
London, strategically, was in a more un- 
fortunate position than any other European 
capital. 

An aero- 
plane had just been constructed in this 
country that was: capable of climbing 
20,000 feet in a little over nine minutes.

With a fleet of these defensive machines 
one would be able to intercept an enemy 
twenty minutes after the warning was 
given that they were approaching our 
shores.

Mr. R. C. Wallhead (Labour) said that 
it seemed to be assumed that war was in- 
evitable, and that the best thing we could 
do was to prepare for it. There was, how- 
ever, no indication of where an enemy was 
to be found, and the necessity for arma- 
ments depended entirely on the kind ot 
policy the Government pursued. 


MR. CHURCHILL’S 
WARNING. 


Mr. Churchill said they all shared an 
admiration for moral disarmament, and 
wished that the idea of war might be 
banished from the minds of all civilised 
nations of the world. Unhappily, how- 
ever, all the grievances and injustices 
between the nations of Europe and in the 
Far East were unsolved and unredressed. 
A new situation had been created within 
the last few years largely, he feared, by 
rubbing the sore of the Disarmament Con- 
ference until it became a cancer, and also 
by the sudden uprush of Nazism in Ger- 
many, with its tremendous covert arms. 
Everyone sitting on the Treasury Bench 
knew how gravely the position had 
changed. 

We must consider the naval and military 
defences of the country in relation to the 
facts of the situation. We were engaged 
in imposing equality for armies, as far as 
we could, for nations on the Continent. 
Supposing they asked, in a few years, that 
there should be equality of navies too? 
When the Government were asked that 
question they said ' Oh, no.” Suppose 
we were asked some time in the future 
to restore the colonies for which we had 
mandates, the Government, no doubt, 
would say ‘‘Certainly not.” There were 
many things we could say we might do and 
many we could say we would not do. 


THE COMING OF WAR. 


It must not be forgotten that war could 
come very suddenly. At any time the 
Government might be confronted with a 
visit from an Ambassador, and might have 
to give within a few hours an answer. If 
that answer was not satisfactory, the crash 
of bombs exploding in London, cataracts 
of falling masonry, fire and smoke, would 
warn us of the inadequacy of our defences. 
We were vulnerable as we had never been 
before. Not one of the lessons of the past 
had been learnt and applied, and the situa- 
tion was incomparably more dangerous. 
When we had the Navy it was a sure 
shield, but this cursed, hellish invention 
and development of war from the air had 
revolutionised all that. 

There were three steps which the Govern- 
ment should take without delay. They 
should reorganise their civil factories so 
that they could be turned over rapidly for 
war purposes. . They should regain freedom 
of design for the Navy, and get rid of the 
crippling London Treaty. Then they 
should have an Air Force at least as power- 
ful as that of any other Power that could 
get at us. That was a perfectly reason- 
able thing to do. There should, further, 
be a much more effective co-ordination of 
the three services than at present existed. 
Tne Government, in his opinion, was not 
doing its duty in the matter of defence at 
the present moment. We were left exposed 
to a mortal thrust, and deprived of that 
peculiar sense of security and indepen- 
dence upon which the civilisation of our 
island had been built, (Cheers. )

After Mr. MacDermot had pointed out

John Bolton, a clerk in the Civil Service 
Building Society, gave evidence regarding 
correspondence which had passed between 
his society and Messrs. Willoughby, 
Stanhope and Co. The latter firm applied 
for a loan of £400 from the society, and the 
society replied they would be prepared to 
give a loan of £300. 

Replying to the defendant, the witness 
said that Messrs. Willoughby, Stanhope and 
Co. had completed five or six cases with the 
society. 

Miss Marie Willoughby stated that in 
May, 1932, she entered into partnership with 
the accused man, and the firm of 
Willoughby, Stanhope and Co. was formed. 
In May, 1933, they dissolved partnership. 
She had seen Mrs. Hollinsworth with the 
accused man on several occasions. She had 
no interview with Mrs. Hollinsworth. Wit- 
ness identified the cheque for £115 from 
Mrs. Hollinsworth as one which she cashed 
at the Northern Bank in Grafton street. The 
cheque had been handed to her by fhe ac- 
cused man, endorsed with the name of the 
company, and when she brought it to the 
"bank she was dsked to sign her name on it. 
She did so, and brought the money back to 
the prisoner. She did not receive any of it. 
She knew that the prisoner used portion 
of the money—about £20—to pay some 
debt. 

Miss Annie Ryan, owner of the house, 
168 South Circular road, stated that she 
gave the prisoner authority to sell the 
house, agreeing to pay 24 per cent. commis- 
sion if there was a sale. 

Beatrice O’Connor stated that her mother 
paid a sum of £200 to Mr. Stanhope as a 
deposit for the purchase of a house at 
Westfield road. She did not get the house, 
and only a sum of £29 had been given back 
to her. 

Kathleen Duffy, typist in the office of 
Messrs. Joyce and sae solicitors, ‘stated 
that she delivered a letter to Mr. Stanhope, 
requesting the return of £200 paid by Mrs. 
O'Connor, and stating that if the money 
was not forthcoming legal steps would be 
taken to recover it. The prisoner gave her 
a cheque for £175, which she lodged in 
the bank, and subsequently the prisoner 
wrote asking her to ge px odging it until 
he had sufficient funds to meet it.

Another fire was discovered yesterday at 
the Rougemont. Hotel, Exeter, where, on 
Monday, four fires broke out simultaneously 
in four different rooms. Yesterday's fire 
was in the stewards’ room, leading to the 
ballroom, on the ground floor. The same 
method had, apparently, been pursued - of 
setting fire to the furnishings of the room, 


were competing on even terms with foreign 
milled fiour before they got Government pro- 
tection. Since then, however, their output 
had increased by 200 per cent, and they 
Were charging 5s. a sack more than was 
quoted on the English markets. American 
agents had been cut to 5 per cent. of their 
quota, and were compelled to charge the extra 
five shillings per sack; the Irish millers were 
taking advantage of this situation. 

Formerly, milling bakers in the most 
isolated parts of Ireland could compete suc- 
cessfully with foreign firms; although, instead 
of fostermg their own product, they were 
using 85 per cent. foreign flour. Now, the 
milling baker had complete control, and if he 
chose to increase the price of flour to 48s. 
per sack, he could ruin the small miller. Last 
August the price rose to 33s. 6d. per sack, 
while the price of bread remained the same. 

As regards the quality of Irish flour, he said 
that it had been better before the Govern- 
ment gave protection, and the flour at present 
was inferior in colour, strength, and absence 
of moisture. The output per sack from Irish 
flour was not so good as from foreign flour, 
and this was not because the Irish flour was 
any worse, but because the milling was bad, 
Flour milled in the Free State, he added, con- 
tained at least 25 per cent. added moisture, 


MILLERS’ CONTROL, 


In his opinion, a tariff of 2s. 6d. per 2801bs. 
on imported flour would be quite sufficient 
protection, while preventing the millers from 
controlling the market as they were doing 
now. : 

Mr. §S. Cullen (Secretary. Irish Bakers’ 
Union) said that there were 3,300 members of 
his union, including Northern Ireland mem- 
bers. In the Free State the membership was 
about 2,500, and there were, perhaps, another 
500 bakers who were not members. In reply 
to a query as to why the wages in Cork were 
much higher than in Dublin. he said that the 
wages rate was higher, in general, in Cork 
than in Dublin. The cost of living was ap- 
parently greater there. 

There was no doubt, he said, that the ont- 
put of bread had gone down in recent years, 
and he thought this was because public taste 
had changed, and peonle were eating more 
confectionery. There did not seem to he any 
falling off in the consumption of bread and 
confectionery taken together. The number of 
poeple emploved remained about the same. 
The Commission adjourned.
